An Auto Trip. 

An interesting automobile trip 
through Italy, France and England 
has just been completed by B. F. 
Shattuck and family of West Newton, 
who returned home on the Arabic re- 
cently. The entire party is delighted 
with their experiences abroad, and 
likewise with the work performed by 
their aircooled American car. The 
ride through each country was full of 
novel and interesting experiences, 
some of which will remain as pleasant 
memories for years. 

Mr. and Mrs. , Shattuck, accompan- 
ied by their daughters Eduah and 
Edith, left Boston Jan. 28, taking 
their Knox car with, them They 
reached Naples Feb. 11, and then oc- 
curred their first experience with the 
customs officials. Duty was levied 
upon the machine, not on its mercan- 
tile value or horse power, but accord- 
ing to the number of springs possess- 
ed by the car. 

Two springs were named in the in- 
ventory, but the customs official made 
a personal inspection. It was night 
when this inspection was conducted, 
and the official, with lighted match, 
walked all around the machine, hold- 
lug the Maine under and above, and in 
a general way conducting the inspec- 
tion in a manner absolutely forbidden 
by the insurance companies of this 
country and likewise by the common 
lawB of safety. Nevertheless it was 
found that the Knox had but two 
springs, and so the duty of 230 livres 
was demsAided and received. 

Four days were spent in Naples, 
seeing the wondent of that famous 
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city, and then came the start for 1 
Rome. Rain came own in torretitB, 
‘lie roads were poor, and but slaw 
time was made, the party taking four 
davs to complete the trip. Two of 
these days were, however, spent in 
the mountains, the party being out 
for pleasure and having no occasion 
to make a rushing trip between 
poiuts. 

A week was spent in Rome, and 
there was not a single point of inter- 
est that was not inspected and thor- 
oughly enjoyed. On the trip to 
Florence the weather was much im- 
proved, and the roads were a little 
better, but even then they were worse ; 
thau the roads of New England. A | 
great amount of surface rock had been j 
placed on the roads to repair them, j 
and every' stone had 16 or more of the 
sharpest corners imaginable. They 
made trouble with the two rear tires, 
both of them going by the board. 

Still the trip to Florence was com- 
pleted, and the arrival was at a most 
opportune time. It was the season of 
the carnival, and the American party 
and the American machine was bom- 
barded with confetti all the way 
through the city to their hotel. It was 
an exceptionally interesting introduc- 
tion to the city of Florence that was 
accorded the visitors, and the days 
spent here were fraught with de- 
lightful experiences. 

Three days were spent here, Mr. 
Shattuck in the mean time sending to 
Milan for new tires of the armor-clad 
type. Oetioa was the next place of 
interest visited, and on the run there 
the weather and the roads improved 
immensely. Lucca and the leaning 
tower of Pisa, and then came the 
crossing of the frontier into France. 
Before leaving Italy the customs fee 
deposited was secured. 

Crossing into France, came another 
exchange of courtesies, which were 
conducted with great difficulty, as 
each party' to the conference was un- 
able to speak other than his native 
language. The difficulty was finally 
adjusted by the depositing of 700 
francs, in an assorted collection of 
French, Italian and English money, 
and in time to permit of the party ar- : 
riving at Nice in season for dinner. 

The run from Nice through the 
summer resorts of San Remo, Cannes 
and Aix through the central portion 
of France, via Orleans, the home of 
Joan of Arc, through the chateau dis- 
trict of Fountainbleau to Paris itself 
was delightful in the extreme. 

The trip from Nice to Monte Carlo 
was beautiful, the route heing along 
some of the finest Napoleonic roads 
up wide and steep grades, the greater 
portion of which were ascended on 
low speed, and that too without heat- 
ing the motor or retarding the speed 
to any considerable degree. 

After reaching Paris the party 
retraced its steps to Monte Carlo, 
where a few days were spent. From 
Paris the tour was continued to Bou- 
logne, where the party boarded a 
steamer for Folkestone. At Folke- 
stone Mr. Bliattuck enjoyed the 
pleasantest customs experience of his 
entire trip. 

From Folkestone, Mr. Shattuck 
toured to Liverpool, his family going 
direct to London, where he rejoined 
them after his trip to Liverpool. 

Mr. Shattuck was delighted with 
the way his car worked ou this entire 
trip, saying that the only delay ex- 
perienced was that caused by tire 
I trouble, and that the machine went 
along without any trouble whatever.

Tho leu Ih annual meeting of the 
Newton Federation of Women’s Clubs 
was held Tuesday at the Channing 
Church. The morning session whs 
given up to the reports of officers, 
chairmen of committees and the presi- 
dents of the vnrtous clubs comprising 
the Federation. Miss Helen A. Whit- 
tier, the president of the Massachu- 
setts State Federation, was present at 
the morning session and brought 
greetings from that organization. The 
following officers were elected for the 
ensuing year: 

President, Mrs. C. G. W’etherbce, 
Monday Club; vice-president s, Mrs. F. 
W. Jones, I.adles' Home Circle; Mrs. 
F. E. Anderson, Woman's Club; Mrs. 
llernnrd Billings, Pierian Club; record- 
ing secretary, Miss Grace M. Burt. So- 
cial Science Club; corresponding bccto- 
tnry, Mrs. A. R. Bailey, Woman’s 
Educational Club; treasurer. Miss Lil- 
ia A. Rider, Auburndale Review Club; 
auditor, Mrs. A. G. Shcrtnnn, Newton- 
vllle Woman’s Guild. 

Luncheon was served at one o’clock 
to about one hundred and fifty. After 
the luncheon theso toasts were re- 
sponded to: The Babyhood of the 
Federation, Mrs. George G. Phipps; 
the Hardihood, Mrs. Walton; the Sis- 
lerhood, Mrs. J. \V. McIntyre; the 
Livelihood. Mrs. W. C. Richardson; 
and the Likelihood, Mrs. F. W. llun- 
ton. 

The program of the afternoon con- 
sisted of scenes from Dickens Illus- 
trated by members of the various 
clubs and proved equally entertaining 
to both actors and audience. Scenes 
front Old Curiosity Shop were given 
by the Auburndale Review Club, In- 
Including the Inimitable Sarey Camp 
father, and Mrs. Jarley’s Waxworks: 
the Equal Suffrage League presented 
from Martin Chuzzdewit several scenes 
Including the inimitable Sarey Gatnph 
and Betsey Prig; Mrs, Vincent 
C nun mica' travelling theatrical troupe 
from Nicholas Nlckleby. was given by 
(he Social Science Club; the Monday 
Club of Newton Highlands presented 
characters from David Copporfiold, the 
president of the Federation, Mrs. 
Wetlierbec, receiving them; scenes 
from the Christmas Carol, were given 
by the members from the Pierian Club 
of Newton Upper Falls; a view of 
Grandpa ami Grandma Smulhveed of 
Bleak House was given by members 
of the Newtonvilie Guild; and Mrs. 
Leohunter’s Breakfast to Mr. Pickwick 
by the Wc 6 t Newton Women's Edu- 
cational Club completed the program. 
Fine vocal music was rendered by 
Miss Marian Haskell of Newton Cen- 
tre, and several violin selections by 
Miss Bessie Loring, Mrs. H. F. Lesli, 
accompanist. 

The Newton Mother's Club was ad- 
mitted to membership making a total 
of eleven clubs with over 1200 mem- 
bers In the Federation, 

Miss Whittier's address was as fol- 
lows : 

I was very sorry to decline your in- 
vitation for lunch, but 1 nm very glad 
that I can come here instead, for this 
feast of reason will satisfy me much 
better than anything you could give 
me to eat. The reports which we 
have listened to this morning show 
that the club movement is in a very 
advanced stage In this city of New- 
ton; It shows that the women here 
have been organized for many years; 
the very fact of a federation pre-sup- 
poses some long continuance of club 
life, for federation Is In the course of 
the club movement. 

I suppose that Mr. Cleveland was 
not invited to this meeting. 1 am 
afraid If lie had been invited he would 
not have come, but l wish that he 
might be here to hear the report of 
what these clubs have done and thut 
when he reminds us so frequently that 
“the hand that rocks the cradle,” etc., 
we would like lo remind him that 
women would not find It very profit- 
able to sit beside an empty cradle and 
rock It, and that there are things to 
do for the children as they grow old- 
er; and he himself says in his illum- 
inating article on the woman's club, 
that women have the education of 
children to care for and the encour- 
agement of men in the principles of 
good citizenship, and that Is exactly 
what the woman's club movement 
means. We are nil conscious of that 
more and more, and now' when the 
men, the good men, the good citizens, 
are calling upon us every duy for help, 
wo can see to what this club move- 
ment Is coming, to what iL has al- 
ready arrived. 

The new woman, that we hear so 
much about, is popularly supposed, at 
least by tho writers for the press, to 
be some one who neglects her home 
for the sake of public work, etc., but 
it was interesting a few months ago 
to see in the “Outlook,” that magazine 
which you know Is rather conservative 
and its editor so conservative thui he 
has to come on from New York every 
year and oppose Julia Ward Howo and 
others interested In tho extension of 
suffrage to women. This very con- 
servative magazine says, that after 
all, the new womun Is not so very dif- 
ferent from tho old woman, that in- 
stead of being slightly interested in 
her own children, in their education, 
Bho Is now finding that it Is necessary 
to be Interested In the public school 
system of tho town and state; tlmt 
Instead of being Interested in her own 
kitchen as the old woman, the new 
woman finds that she must be in- 
terested in the question of sanitary 
inspection, pure food, that she must 
take up the study of household eco- 
nomics In order to wisely ud mi ulster 
the affulra of her own kitchen. And 
so the editor goes on to say that the 
new womun has a broader outlook 
for the public welfare. In the tuise of 
public health the mother of tho fam- 
ily used to bo concerned for tho sani- 
tation of her own home uml for the 
care of her own children, now, as 
wo were told last October by Dr. 
Knopf, womun must feel that she is 
responsible for the health of the na- 
tion, that It Is not enough lo tnko 
care of her own house. Just as In 
the case of the brown-tall moth, if wo 
take care of our own trees it does not 
do much good if our neighbor falls 
to do tlio same; and so we must com- 
bine and see that the whole commun- 
ity Is caring for these things. 80 in 
the public heulth. In domestic silence, 
education, In nil these questions, we 


must use theflo two factors which 
were alluded to In one of the report h, 
individual Influence and combined In- 
fluence. Thnt is Ji Rt what the dub 
movement gives ns. it shows us Just 
what individual influence is and re- 
sponsibility in. but how many women 
were conscious of that, before we were 
united in tho clulm? And then, hav- 
ing come together and found out our 
individual responsibility, we are ready 
for our combined responsibilities, and 
ho we are becoming a great tmwer In 
the land. This power Is growing 
stronger at. a very rapid pare. Just In 
our own federation, our numbers have 
Increased fifty percent ami probably 
more tlmn that. In the Inst five years. 

The si and I tig committees have more 
tlinn doubled In number In thnt time, 
more than doubled in the amount of 
work done In the calls which come to 
them from 1 lie clubs. This Idea of 
federation Is more nnd more coming 
to be the accepted Idea for work. We 
see It not only in our own organiza- 
tion, lint In all other organizations, 
and this federation work must be as 
closely organized ns our clubs. Wo 
must bring together the clubs to have 
them feel thlB united responsibility in 
federation,, and this town Federation 
of yours, this city Federation, Is an 
Immense fnctor among them. 

It Is evident In the reports of Hie 
work you are doing in common, what 
n benefit It is tlmt you come together 
In this Federation. The General Fed- 
eration has been a loosely orgunlzed 
body in the past. The first few years 
if. existed very largely for the sake 
of the biennials. The biennials were 
great in their influence in bringing 
Hie women of all sections together, but 
between the meetings the organization 
was so loose that we felt the connec- 
tion very Hllght: nnd. now. under our 
able leader, Mrs. Decker, Hie lines of 
organization are being drawn more 
closely and she Is bringing nhout a 
unification of work throughout the 
country, which Is going to bring great- 
er results than we have known. 

You are possibly aware of tlie latest 
letter to each State Federation presi- 
dent I 11 the country asking that the 
committees in the State Federation be 
modelled, so far as possible upon those 
in the General Federation. The execu- 
tive board of the Massachusetts Fed- 
eration, at its last meeting, took ac- 
tion upon that suggestion of Mrs. 
Decker’s and have remodelled our com- 
mittees. That is to say, we hnve 
changed their names, which have in 
some rases been outgrown, so that 
our committees now will read almost 
identical with those of the General 
Federation: and we are going to ask 
the clubs to model their committees, 
so far as feasible, upon the State 
Federation. We do not require clubs 
to change their method of work. Tho 
aim of tho Federation is to inspire 
tho clubs with this desire to do cer- 
tain lines of work. We do not force 
any club to take up the lines which 
we suggest, but the object of the Fed- 
eration Is to inspire a desire to work 
in certain lines which are for the 
benefit of the community and the 
whole commonwealth ami to make sug- 
gestions for tlie clubs that will help 
them in that work; and so, we are 
getting our forces into better working 
order. 

Tlie success of the civil service re- 
form committee of our state in help- 
ing to defeat the bill giving preference 
to the veterans of the Spanish War 
was a notable instance of our stronger 
organization. There wns a campaign 
inaugurated by our state committee by 
which every club in the Federation was 
readied Immediately after the bill was 
introduced, nnd the result was a large 
petition, which impressed the legisla- 
ture immensely. Tlie opinion was ex- 
pressed by one of the representatives 
of the Massachusetts legislature that 
the time was coming when the legisla- 
ture would hardly dare oppose any- 
j thing tlmt united womanhood of Mas- 
sachusetts demanded. We are feeling 
more and more that the clubs should 
feel this responsibility for the public 
inliuence. for personal Inliuence. That 
Is the strength of tlie Federation, that 
is why wo want just as many clubs as 
we can get represented, so Hint we 
may feel that in each town we have 
a group of women that will be ready 
to respond to tlie call and to use their 
personal inliuence. to luforni them- 
selves upon certain subjects, and then 
to use, tf not the club influence, to use 
the personal influence [11 the families 
with their men, sons and husband#, to 
Inspire them with this public spirit. 
That is the object of our work. It Is 
well to have concrete results to show. 

I was present at the Cnntabrlgia 
Club two or three weeks ago when 
President Briggs of Radcliffe spoke lo 
the club and lie told them that great 
as was their achievement in providing ' 
tills scholarship, t lint lie felt still | 
gi eater was the spirit which they hud 
aroused iu favor of tills work, that it 
was the spirit which (hey had succeed- 
ed in arousing. Tliut Is the very ob- 
ject of the Federation. We may suc- 
ceed in doing this thing or thut, we 
may bring certain laws to pass, we 
may oppose certain laws successfully, 
we may effect certain improvements 
which are very desirable, but the 
greatest object which we con strive 
for, is to educate our women through- 
out tho slate and to arouse a public 
conscience, to arouse a public spirit 
which will mukc all reforms possible, 
which will make, ns in former days 
the public conscience of Massachusetts 
demanded the establishment of the 
public school system, so our work in 
every community is to arouse u pub- 
lic spirit which will euro for the 
schools, which will care for Hie streets, 
for tlie public health; care for all these 
questions. That should be (he great- 
est work of the clubs uml of tho Fed- 
eration. 

I want to say just one word that I 
forgot to tell you that our Massachu- 
setts Model School iu Georgia was 
burned to the ground. We had word 
(hut last Friday morning at ubout 2 
o’clock iu the morning it was found to 
be on fire uml practically nothing was 
saved. I think tho teachers were able 
to remove Rome of their effects. It 
wus probably a 11 incendiary fire uml 
there was only partial insurance 011 
it. 

We feel very much crushed by It, 
but as In the case of so many disas- 
trous fires la the past which have 
wiped out who]© cities which have 
later grown up to greater beauty, wo 
will hope thut something in the fut- 
ure will come out of this, which will 
make it seem not quite such u heavy 
dlsncmuithm an It does at present. 

It Is too early to make plans for 
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what will 1 h> done but wo hope anoth- 
er year to re- Imllil Hie school, i„ re- 
place Rome of the equipment nnd thnt 
the school may continue. Tho chil- 
dren lost all their school hooks ex- 
cept those who took them home’ that 
night. Wo have sent $10 worth of 
hooks ami the term will he completed 
In the rooms of a house near hy 
I nm sorry to bring this hail news 
but I know you will be interested, as 
you have contributed no generously in 
the past toward this school.

very strong appreciation of his char- 
acter, but I did not think that any 
standard lias ever been iixed that 
would be entirely just when you think 
not only of what that man was, but 
of what he was not. I stand and 
tremble sometimes when I think of 
the power a schoolmaster has to blast 
the rising generation before him. I 
tremble sometimes when I think of 
the wonderful influence for evil that 
can be exerted, how evil can be and 
is started by an evil example. No- 
body ever had an evil thought, one 
evil feeling started by coming In con- 
tact with this pure minded man; so I 
say that for not only what he was, 
but for what lie was not, is worthv 
of the highest appreciation by this 
community. The occasion seems to 
me, dear friends, to intensify a most 
valuable lesson and that is the rich 
reward which comes at length from 
faithful continuance in well doing. 
Sometimes you grow very much dis- 
couraged; we sec evil exalted, we sec 
people seemingly prosperous, \vc see 
men who deserve well of the commu- 
nity not reaping their reward. The 
reward docs not always come when 
wc expect it. God is not limited by 
our days and years. Bui this man, 
because heVas the servant of God 
and therefore the servant of this com- 
munity, has made for himself a rec- 
ord that is engraven upon human 
hearts, that has been worked out in 
human character. Men may not al- 
ways speak his name in the years to 
come but some boy becomes a better 
man, some girl becomes a better 
woman because what this man did, 
has been worked into the growing 
character. 

Cau you recall anything more 
pathetic than the scenes that were 
witnessed on our streets when the 
news came tnat the schoolmaster was 
hurt, seriously hurt? How little chil- 
dren could scarcely speak to each 
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last, but I always thought those gems 
which he used to have his boys and 
girls learn by heart, had a great deal 
more in them than mere practice of 
memory or even a gathering up of 
choice portions of good literature. 
There was something of character 
testing. We all know that. 1 never 
noticed anything in his life as a 
teacher that did not have that charac- 
teristic, getting back to character. 
He was building men and women, 
that was his great thought. And now, 
Jcar friends, wc have got to do some- 
thing more than to say these things 
and leave our tribute here of affection 
and respect. I think this is some- 
thing that must be lingering In the 
hearts of these boys and girls. We 
have got to do something so that 
Mr. Sawin would not be ashamed of 
his scholars. I think that is the deep- 
est thought these boys and girlB 
have now. You cannot do anything , 
more for him, lie can do you a world 
of good. He is going to live with 
yon yet. He is going to be with you 
as a moving fo.ver; hiB character, his 
example is going to inspire you still, 
and now remember you caunot carry 
pictures as they carried that, the 
masterpiece, the Transfiguration, to 
the burial of your master and teacher, 
but, O, those pupils of Raphael who 
followed him to the burial aud looked 
at that marvellous creation ot his and 
thought of it as his greatest monu- 
ment, they had something more to 
think of, but I do not think that they 
had anything that can compare with 
what you have to think of. His poetry 
is written in your hearts, boys and 
girls, my dear young friends, he has 
been painting liis face in your char- 
acter and you are going to be better 
men and women because you have 
known him. 

I remember one of Mr. Sawin’s 
scholars who had been losing ground, 
falling of in his interests a little and 
came in my way to have a talk with 
that boy and finally I said “I think 
you and your father and mother will 
be influenced somewhat by my advice, 
and you know what my advice is 



other, how men and women stopped 
each other on the street and said 
“Pray God that man may get well. 
We cannot spare him,” aud then when 
the news came that he was called 
away, a great hush settled down upon 
this whole community. Oh, it was 
hard to bear, hard to bear it. Wealth 
could not buy that, wealth could not 
buy the respect aud the affection that 
were accorded the schoolmaster. 
There is not anything in all the wide 
world that would have secured for him 
so permanent a record iti human 
hearts and to live as he did, the ser- 
vant of God and disciple of Christ, 
the servant of this community. 

Rev. Walcott CalkinB said: 

I think many of you, my dear 
friends, have heard the story repeated 
in Rome, which does not exist merely 
in record but is actually carried as a 
fresh tradition still among those who 
have heard it from fathers and fathers 
and fathers for centuries, that when 
Raphael was carried to his burial, the 
most wonaerful testimony of his work 
was the great Transfiguration just 
fresh from his last touches, carried in 
the procession. I think there will be 
a tribute to our dear friend that will 
surpass that, not the picture of a face, 
but the face itself will be carried in 
the procession, the faces formed by 
his influence, because we all know 
that character does touch the face and 
that all pictures are bulided out by 
what is within us, and that the be- 
loved teacher is shaping character, 
which really shapes the face and 
form. And how many characters have 
been really built by this beloved 
teacher? I know something about 
what the trials of a teacher are, and 
I cheerfully testify that 1 have never 
known, from my own experience and 
from a targe acquaintance with teach- 
ers, any one who had a more iutense 
desire to get at the very seat of char- 
acter, to touch the conscience. I be- 
lieve these young people are going to 
feel that beyond all other losaes, they 
are going to lose a rousing teacher in 
learning, they are going to lack the 
animation of one who had a way of 
putting life and strength aud rousing 
’power Into the dull routine of the 
class, but he lias formed a great deal 
more than that, something that is 
eternal. I do not know whether he 
continued the practice until the very 


going to be? It is going to be that, if 
you do not rouse up and have a little 
more enthusiasm iti your work that 
this next year had better be your last i 
year. 1 have heard some talk of a j 
college course for you, it wont pay; it 
certainly won’t pay if you are going I 
on with no more interest than this. ■ 
How is it in your classes, don’t 
the boys care much more about 
their studies than you do?” “Well, 
no, none of the boys, two or three of 
the girls care a little more than I do, 
but none of the boys care about it.” 
“Well, then, this next year better be 
your last year.’* That boy not only 
passed his college examination with- 
out any conditions but with honors, 
in three of them. His teacher told me 
that there was a sudden rousing up 
pretty soon after thalt talk of mine. 
Now that is one talk, perhaps a dozen 
more came in my way. Stop and 
thiuk, that it is more than thirty 
years this teacher’ has been having 
such talks as that just when he saw 
the boys were going slightly below 
their average, he has been setting it 
before them and telling them that 
life, their intellectual life, very large- 
ly their spiritual life, is going to de- 
pend upon a rousing of their thought 
and effort— it is his life imparted to 
their lives 

Oh, what is the Transfiguration of 
Raphael? Wh at is the greatest piece 
of art that has ever been put upon 
canvass or wrought by chisel, com- 
pared with the shaping of these im- 
mortal minds? And now, boys and 
girls, what are you going to do? We 
preachers are saying a few words, O, 
how inadequate, how far from what 
such a teacher as this deserves, and 
pretty soon our voices will be gone 
and he will be laid to his rest in his 
grave, what are you going to do for 
the honor of this man? I know aud I 
know what you are thinking aboul, 
dear scholars, you are thinking about 
what used to be a heavy burden upon 
bis heart, vou are thinking how he 
was carrying a great deal more than 
good lessous, faithful work in the 
books, he was carrying the thought 
of your character and how he was 
helping to build it and you are going, 
by the help of God, you arc going to 
give him the reward lie asked you are 
goiug to show such a school master as 
this he is not goiug to die out of a 
community aud not leave his mark. 


You boys and girls that have taken 
our places in your schoolroom, you 
are going to build his monument. 
Everything wc arc saying today will 
soon be forgotten, these services, im- 
pressive as they are, are filling up 
only these sacred moments, but you 
are goiug to live the monument Iti 
this community for your beloved 
teacher, you arc going to be what he 
was laboring for, and by aud bye 
you will remember just as Rome 
always remembered, the carrying of 
that newly finished painting of the 
Transfiguration just after Raphael's 
bier. This coin inanity is going to 
carry living poems lighted up by an 
inspired ilfe of walking after the re- 
mains of their beloved teacher. 

You know what he said, boys and 
grls, in just one lucid half minute 
after his fatal accident, just one I'ttlc 
word he said, and it will always be 
remembered, it was about his boys 
and girls, it was about his work. He 
was thinking of who should take up 
his work. I>o you know who is going 
to do it? No teacher, no teacher can 
ever fill his place. A good teacher, I 
pray God. may come and make a place 
of his own, no teacher is ever going 
to fill that place. We do not fill one 
another’s places in this world. We 
make places of our own and God I 
grant sonic good teacher will make 
his place here, but this is what is 
going to be done, the inspired life of 
the boys and girls that loved him and 
remembered him is going to be a 
greater monument than that wonder- | 
ful picture of the Transfiguration that 1 
was carried to the burial of Raphael, 
— immortal souls, growing and devel- 
oping the character tormcd t y his in- 
fluence, arc going to rise up aud call 
their teacher blessed.

Mr. Morton, for the Committee on 
Finance and Supplies, reported in 
favor of the order referred at meeting 
of Feb’ry 22, 1905, and recommended 
that the order, which follows, should 
pass : 

Ordered. That a room, for special 
instruction of backward children 
should be opened in Scpember 1905, 
and that the Board of Aldermen be 
requested to grant an extra appropri- | 
ation of 5500 to meet expenses of this I 
room from Sept. 1905 to Jan’y 1906. 

The order was passed. 

Capt Howard, for 'the Committee 
on Teachers, offered the following 
orders, all of which were passed : 

Ordered. Thai there be an after- 
noon session in the Jackson kinder- 
garten, and that Miss Bickford and 
Miss Dyer be paid >30 each a month 
for conducting the same. 

Ordered. That Ellen G. McGrath, 
salary at rate of 5550 a year; Kather- 
ine E. RaiJey, salary at rate of 5550 a 
year; and Catherine G. Metcalf, sal- 
ary at rate of 5600 a year, be ap- 
pointed in the grammar and primary 
schools, for one year from Sept 11, 
1905 to be assigned, later. 

Ordered. That Segrid Eckman be 
appointed an assistant in the High 
School, salary to be at rate of 5750 a 
year, for the school year beginning 
Sept. 11, 1905. 

Ordered. That the resignations be 
accepted of^Alice M. Lilly of the Big 
elow School, to take eflcct May 5 or 
before, and of Lena Tukey of the 
Horace Maun School, to take effect 
May 19. 

Ordered. That leave of absence for 
balance ot present school year, with- 
out salary, be granted to Adelaide L. 
Thompson, supervisor of kinder- 
gartens. 

Ordered. That Plan 1, for organiz- 
ation of the Claflin School, be adopt- 
ed, the same tu go into effect in 
September, 1905, it being understood 
that the Claflin School becomes here- 
by a part of the Horace Mann dis- 
trict, aud that the Master of that 
school will give a portion of his time 
to the Claflin School. 

A hearing was granted to members 
of the Grand Army' upon the subject 
of military drill in the high school. 
Speeches in favor of continuing the 
drill were made by Commander W. 
T. Shepard, Past Commander C. C. 
Patten, and W. A. Wetherbee, C. S. 
Ober and Capt. E. R. Springer. 

Mr. Tucker, for a majority of the 
Committee on Special blanches, rec- 
ommended that the following order be 
passed : 

Ordered. That at the dose of the 
present school year iu Juue 1905, mil- 
itary drill in the high school be dis- 
continued. 

The Board went into executive ses- 
sion for the purpose of discussing the 
matter. 

Capt. Howard spoke at some length 
in favor of military drill, and pre- 
sented two petitions signed by about 
75 parents, requesting that the drill 
be retained and that $500 for equip- 
ment be appropriated. After full 
discussion the order for the discontin- 
uance of military drill, as offered by 
Mr. Tucker, was passed. 

Mr. Morton for the Committee ou 
Finance aud Supplies, recommended 
passage of the following order which 
was referred at the last meeting. That 
the Committee on Teachers be in- 
structed to secure a teacher for 
Physical Training in the High School 
work to begin in Sept 1905. 

The order was passed. 

On motion of Capt. Howard, duly 
seconded, it was voted that the pres- 
ent term of the grammar, primary, 
aud kindergarten Schools close ou 
Wednesday', June 21. 

On motion of Mr. Smith, duly sec- 
onded, it was voted that there be no 
session of the schools on Monday, 
May 2‘*. and that the Memorial Day 
exercises be held ou the Friday* pre- 
ceding May 30. 

Mr. Wells offered the following 
order : 

Ordered. That notice be given to 
J. L. Randall, janitor of the Wade 
School, that his services will not be 
required after June 1, 1905. In order 
ihat this be passed at once, the rule 
as to reference was suspended and the 
order, "duly seconded, was passed. 

Mr. Knowlton, duly seconded, 
moved that Amendmeut to Chap. 1Y, 
Sect. 1, of the rules as referred in 
regular course at the last meeting, be 
passed. As the committee failed to 


make any report on the matter, the 
rule was suspended, and the amend- 
ment, slightly amended again, wa* 
adopted. The amendment is as fol- 
lows: 

At the regular meeting In May of 
each year teachers shall he appoint- 
ed for the ensuing school year, ex- 
cept as hereinafter provided. Vacan- 
cies In the corps of teachers may be 
filled at any meeting of the Board. 
Teachers elected after having served 
three consecutive years shall nnlctii 
otherwise specially ordered, be con- 
sidered as elected to the Permanent 
List i c. to serve during the pleasure 
of the Board, and teachers who have 
served less than three years may, by 
special vote of the Board, be elected 
to said, Permanent List. 

All appointments shall be subject to 
the right of the Board to dismiss any 
teacher whenever it may think’proper. 

Capt Howard presented a request 
from the Head Master of the High 
School, that the High School Bat- 
talion be given permission to accept 
the invitation of Chas. Ward Post to 
parade on Memorial day. The re- 
quest was granted.

CATERPILLARS AND LAW. 

Action* Agalnat the Insect* In the 
Coord of France. 

In the yenr 1545 the owners of the 
vineyards of St. Julian, Savoy, France, 
solemnly took action In the law courts 
against a host of hungry caterpillars 
which bad played havoc with their 
vines. This grave matter was referred 
to arbitration and came in due course 
before the bishop db ecclesiastical 
judge. 

Two lawyers were retniued in the In- 
terest of the Insect rnvngers, letters ad- 
monishing them to discontinue their 
mischief were issued, and u commis- 
sion snt to estimate the dnmnge done. 
The Judge held that no hasty decision 
should be given, since it was possible 
that the caterpillars had not acted ma- 
liciously, but had been sent ns a 
scourge. 

At the end of a yenr from the first 
proceedings it was held that the farm- 
ers must submit to the infllctlou and 
pay all costs. After nn interval of for- 
ty-two years another army of caterpil- 
lars invaded the vineyards, another ac- 
tion was brought, and it wns decided 
that they were only exercising their le- 
gal rights, while the owners were ad- 
vised to provide a piece of land where 
they might range at will. 


LONDON WHITEHALL, 

It Will Known a* York House Until 
Cnrdlnal Woliey 1 * Fall. 

Old Westminster palace wns the Lon- 
don residence of the archbishops of 
York and was known ns York House 
or York Place down to the reign of 
Henry VIII, On the downfall of Cardi- 
nal Wolsey, 1520, York House wns de- 
livered and confirmed by charter to the 
king, who changed its name to White- 
hall. 

There were already several White- 
halls in the country, and the choice of 
the name in this Instance may have 
been due to new buildings of white 
stone, added by Henry VIII., which 
contrasted with the red brick in gen- 
eral use. Another conjecture Is that the 
king wished to emphasize the depth of 
the cardinal’s fall by erasing the very 
name of the palace so clearly associated 
with his elevation to power and posi- 
tion. 

This appears to have been Shake- 
speare’s view, for In Henry VIII. we 
rend: 

Sir. you must no more call It York Place; 

that's past. • 

For, since the cardinal fell, that title's 
lost. 

'Tie now the king's and called Whitehall.

In no article of at- 
tire have more vagaries been shown 
Today n Indy who desires to be consid- 
ered In the height of fashion wears 
shoes pointed as much as possible, but 
In the time of Queen Mary the taste 
wns ail the other way. aud It wns 
found necessary to Issue n royal procla- 
mation prohibiting sIioph with toes 
wider than six Inches. But perhaps the 
most extraordinary development in the 
way of footgear were the “clioplnes” in- 
troduced by the ladies of Venice to 
make themselves toller than they really 
were. The articles were really a kind 
of stills made of wood and leather and 
sometimes reached the absurd height 
of twelve Inches. Even a trained acro- 
bat would have difficulty In walking on 
such things, aud ordinary women bad 
such trouble with them Hint when they 
attempted a promenade they required 
the assistance of a servant at each side 
aud another behind to keep them from 
falling.— From Red fern's “Royal and 
Historic Shoes.”

BOTTLE SHAKERS. 

A Unique Set of Expert W«*e fDnrn- 
era In Frnnrr. 

Th© bottle sliakers of Frutic© form a 
somewhat unique wet of expert wage 
earners. 

All 1 lie target' firms of ehninpngn© 
makers ut Itclum tine only the Juice 
from the first pressing of the grape for 
champagne. 

The Juice Is taken hi lmrrels to the 
cellars and poured Into targe vats. Tlio 
wine remains in these vnts from Oc- 
tober until January, when the mixing 
takes place. Thin mixture Is called 
the eiivee, nnd It stands again until 
April or June, when the great opera- 
tion of filling the bottles takes place. 

First, Hie bottles are thoroughly test- 
ed and well denned. Then the long 
pipes are extended to the bottles from 
the mighty vats that bold the ctivce, 
and as the bottles a tv filled, corked nml 
wired they nre lowered In baskets to 
tbe enves below, where they nre stack- 
ed, 

These bottles nre now left from one 
to two years, when they nre put In 
small racks, nocks downward, and for 
two or three months each bottle Is 
given dn lly a gentle little shnke by nn 
experienced workman. In thin way the 
BiMlhiient ta brought grndunlly to the 
cork and the wine becomes perfectly 
clear. 

One man can shake about 30,000 bot- 
tles lu ii day. Upon the exportness of 
tlie shakers depends In large measure 
the quality of the wine.— Philadelphia 
North American,

Finding them selves 
near tbe residence of Dr. Evans, tbu 
American dentist, they took refuge 
there, and tbe doctor took upon him- 
self tlie responsibility of Empress Eu- 
genie's safety. The empress put on a 
dress belonging to Mrs. Evans and, 
with Mmc. Breton, her friend, was 
driven by Dr. Evans to .be suburbs. 
Dr. Evans explained that tlie women 
wore a patient nml hei attendant 
whom he was taking to a sanitarium. 
Two days later the fugitives renebed a 
const town, whence they escaped to 
England.

The physical work has grown fast, 


especially in thc boys clastes, Much 
of our boys work has been reported 
under thc Religion* and Physical 
sections of this report. The rapid 
growth in membership from 96 to 146, 
a gain of 50 members is remarkable 
and the bes* tiling about it is that the 
growth is the result of their own 
work. 

An interesting feature is the Boys’ 
Clubs. The oldest club is the Glee 
Club composed of about twenty mem- 
bers. This club has given $40 (the re- 
sult of a concert) to the Boys' Depart- 
ment of thc Association for games, 
has assisted the Association orchestra 
in giving their first concert, has 
framed and hung several pictures In 
the rooms aud sent flowers on several 
occasions to sick people. The club 
has given many concerts in Newton 
and other cities. Thc boys have 
splendid times, are helping the Asso- 
ciation and may well be proud of the 
club to which they belong. Mr. C. L. 
Ellison is the leader. 

Another club of younger bovs, the 
C. C. T. Club, have gone off on many 
trips to points of interest. They have 
aUo given a phonograph to the boys* 
department of thc Association. Mr. 
Mills is thc leader. 

Another club, the M. T. M. Club is 
composed of the little fellows whom 
Mr. Childs is looking after. I believe 
they have just completed initiating 
their new members but will be ready 
for work soon. 

The boys’ work is the best work 
that the Association is doing because 
the boys themselves do so much for 
this department. 

The Mechanical Drawing class has 
done good work under Mr. Hume’s 
direction. 

The Association Orchestra under 
Mr. Atwood’s direction began last fall 
with seven members but it closed the 
season two weeks ago with eighteen 
members. The orchestra ’ did good 
work during the season and gave a 
concert which was much appreciated. 
Next year we all expect great things 
from this organization. 

No report of the Association 
would be complete without an account 
of the work of thc Woman’s Auxil- 
iary. You have had an example of 
what they can do tonight. They have 
given a banquet to the boys, furniture 
for the parlor, games for the boys 
room, hepled at our Bible Class teas, 
at receptions, aud it would be hard to 
mention any department of our work 
to which they have not given. I know 
they have the gratitude of all those 
present tonight. It is a pleasure to 
announce that they have pledged S300 
toward the salary of a boy’s secretary 
for next year. 

Our Board of Directors have not 
only had to look after 'the manage- 
ment of the Association but have had 
to do a great deal of the volunteer 
work which members ought to have 
done. It is just as hard for Mr. Shap- 
leigh to get time to look after the 
duties of the treasurer as for you to 
take time to serve on some committee 
or to get a new member. Mr. Emery, 
who raises most of the money for the 
Association, gives up many an even- 
ing at home or foregoes some pleasure 
that he may serve this Association 
which is dear to his heart. The pres- 
ident, Mr. Sayford, the clerk, Mr. 
Moore, the chairman of committees, 
Mr. Ellison on the boys, Mr. Short on 
membership, Messrs Childs and Por- 
ter on the social, M. Harrison on the 
rooms, Mr. Haskell on the religious, 
all give more than their membership 
fees they give personal service that 
this Association may grow and pros- 
per. 

Now I know that many of you have 
said a good word for the Association, 
have brought in new members, have 
worked hard to win in basket ball, 
base ball and athletics that glory 
might come to the Association, have 
served on committees, etc, but I long 
for the time when every member shall 
get this idea of personal service for 
thc Association. 

Our plans for next year include the 
adding of 100 senior and 100 jutiior 
members to the Association. The em- 
ployment of a boy's secretary who 
shall give his time to the develop- 
ment of the boys’ work ;aii increase in 
religious work to more thau keep pace 
with the increase in membership; the 
running of a Boy’s camp and the 
making of the rooms more attractive 
and convenient for the members by 
renewing the equipment in the read- 
ing and game rooms. This can be 
done if all catch the spirit of service 
and loyally to our Association. Let 
our motto for this year be “Success 
through personal service.”

A MEMORIAL. 

Miss Mason’s Services as Teacher at 
Newton Centre 

Fittingly Recognized et a Memorial Service In 
Mason School. 


The memorial services for the late 
Mies Mary EJ.

The addresses were as follows: 

Mr. W. E. Parker: 

It belongs to me, as your represen- 
tative on the School Board, to preside 
at these exercises this afternoon, 
which are in honor of and loving trib- 
ute to the memory of Miss Mason. 
It was not my pleasure, as it Has been

the pleasure of some of the other 
citixcns of the village, to have long 
j and intimately known Miss Mason, 
and yet during the first year of my 
office as the head of your school com- 
mittee, it was nty privilege and pleas- 
ure to have frequent and intimate 
conferences with her, mostly in the 
pleasant little room she occupied on 
my village street. There she took me 
very closely into her confidence and 
there I came to know something of the 
sweetness and depth and strength 
and charity and tolerance and jus- 
tice of her disposition, and it gives 
me pleasure, personal pleasure today, 
as well as an official opportunity of 
welcoming you all as sharers in this 
tribute to her, and I hope whatever is 
said today and in whatever exercises 
there may be, there runs through it 
all a hopefulness and enthusiasm as 
well as solemn joy in tribute to her. 
To know how sweetly joyous and in- 
spiring in spirit she was, we certain- 
ly owe it to her. 

As I heard last Sunday morning 
the notice of this meeting given from 
the preacher's desk, there came to me 
the words of the gospel “An odor of 
j ointment filled all the room where 
they were seated” and I am sure 
that the sweet odor that has come 
from the lile of Miss Mason, which 
has filled her schoolroom and filled 
the licarts of many of our townsmen, 
has filled the lives and hearts of the 
many boys and girls, who shall carry 
the sweetness through all their lives. 

It is a great pleasure for me today 
to announce to you that Mr. Spinney, 
an old master of the school and one 
perhaps longer in that position than 
any other master, has kindly asked 
the privilege and consented to come 
to speak to us in memory of her, and 
it now gives me much pleasure to in- 
troduce to you, Mr. William A. Spin- 
ney. 

Mr. Spinney: 

I think I recognize about all the 
faces here. Twelve years I had charge 
of the schools of this district, asso- 
ciated with Miss Mason in the Rice 
School. I know whereof I am goiug 
to speak. Miss Mason lived her ideals 
ajid her ideals were good ones, ex- 
cellent and wholesome.

precept; with her it waB not an I say, 
but as I do. Peace, poise, self-con- 
trol and love, she had them all and 
lived them all.

She trust- 
ed all her pupils absolutely, and thev 
trusted her. She respected them all 
and they respected her.

They were always happy, and I seem | 
to think now, they were always well. 

I remember in sonic cases where some 
of the rooms (comparisons mav be 
odious) were depleted in numbers. I 
remember Miss Mason's, pardon me 
of course, seemed to me never to be 
depleted in numbers. Miss Mason 
emphasized the right and seldom 
spoke about the wrong. She told the 
children the beauties, the advantages 
of the right. With Emerson, freely 1 
might quote from him this; She 
1 nerved her pupils with incessant affir- 
matives. She never barked at bad 
but she chanted the beauties of the 
1 good. She was a shepherd that "led 
her pupils into the green pastures 
i beside the still waters,” but she nevfcr 
drove them. She led them. If false- 
hood had to be attended to, I think 
' she seldom ever used the word 
j "don’t,” but “O, tell the truth. 
'Think of the beauties of the truth” 
and illustrated, leaving falsehood to 
take care of itself.

I hear, and I 
suppose I used to say it invsell, to the 
pupils, “Don’t stand so aud so, and 
don’t sit so and so.” I think Miss 
Mason always said “John, will you 
tell the class how to stand ami how to 
sit the very best way?"' Then she 
let him do it and then the children. 
That was the best way, the attrac- 
tions were put before them. 1 think 
she never said to any of her pupils, 

• *1 f you do not study, you will never 
be promoted,” but each day was “Let 
us succeed now, this minute.” It was 
i in her look, if not in her word. I do 
not think stie ever said to her chil- 
dren. “Now, children, study, you 
must study,” but they did study, they 
wanted to study, they loved to study. 
Discipline went out of the window 
when love, in Miss Mason, came in 
the room. Discipline hardly ever 
known. Ail her pupils, all of those 
j who have been under her care, passed 
I tnrough her room, or known her, are 
I better men and women, boys and 
| yirs, today for having known her aud 
j that betterment will go on broader

weapons and paint its own pictures; 
therefore, she did not try to live a 
thought but to find a thought. She 
did not try to inform her pupils but 
to form a new life in her pupils. .She 
did not try to project herself upon 
the pupil, but to enable that pupil to 
project himself upon the world. Of 
whom did she learn this? At the feet 
of Him, called the great Teacher, who 
was the first to teach there was some 
thing so intrinsically beautiful, so 
sublime, so holy in the soul of a child 
as that those to whom he said, who 
were then mature and grown could 
not be complete in character and in 
life unless they turned their steps 
backward to that condition of life 
which He had defined as childlikencBs. 
So thiB was her constant appeal to 
self-expression, beautiful was her 
sunshine, gentle her fulfilling showers 
fertile with nutritious soil of her Life 
in which you children, some of you 
who are now of mature years, had the 
privilege of growth. If she were here 
today I think she would try to lead 
the patient attention of these very 
good children by telling them a story, 
which perhaps would bear all her 
meaning. The great intiuence of 
this life, it seems to me, could be told 
in that simple story of the legend of 
the beautiful hand. 

A group of young women walking 
one summer afternoon in the meadows 
and woods, fell disputing as to which 
hand was the more beautiful. One 
had been picking flowers until the 
tips of her fingers were fragrant with 
their perfume; another had been 
plucking berries until they were tint- 
ed with the color of the fruit; 
another had been playing in the 
spring until her hand was cool and 
pure with the cleansing of the water; 
and they disputed as to which was 
the more beautiful, the hand that was 
fragrant with the perfume of the 
flower, or tinted with the color of the 
berry or white and pure with the 
washing of the stream. Unseen by 
them, but noticed by another of the 
group, there came a mysterious per- 
son into the woods. Her hair was 
dishevelled, her face was wrinkled, 
her garments apparently unkempt, 
noticed by one, and asked for a drink. 
She put her hands together and mad> 
a dipper of them and dipped the cool 
water from the Bpring, and turned 
the tips of her fingers to the parched 
lips of the old woman who asked for 
the drink. And when she had drank 
she began to speak and said, “You 
have been questioning whose was the 
more beautiful hand, and Isay to you 
today, and as she spoke the whispers 
of the woods were hushed, and in that 
sweet and solemn silence, sue said, 
“Not the hand that is fragrant with 
the perfume of flowers, nor the hand 
that is tinted with the color of ber- 
ries, nor the hand washed pure with 
the waters of the spring, but the 
hand that is reached forth to help 
and to serve," and as Bhe spoke, her 
garments became radiant and beauti- 
ful, the wrinkles vanished from her 
face, her hair that had seemed dis- 
hevelled, became a halo of light and 
she vanished in the sunset glow, and 
it seemed as though they had beheld 
the vision of an angel and a voice 
that spoke from afar. 

We miss the physical presence today 
but we see a golden light. We see a 
radiant whiteness and we hear a voice 
that speaks from a far land and it 
says to everyone of us today, The 
most beautiful life that can be live^ is 
a life that is lived in tfie most per- 
fect service, and you and I know that 
the voice that speaks to us today is 
the voice of whose sweet tones we 
are very familiar, for that voice will 
never be silent.nor will that life ever 
end, or that influence ever wane. We 
do not need to look up at the stars to 
see if they are there, when we see 
them reflected in the white waters by 
our feet; we do not need to look up 
into the heavens to see if God is 
there, for we see His glory and we 
hear His Vorce and we. learn His 
Truth in the lives of those lived by 
our side.speaking to us with an elo- 
qence and impressiveness that only 
a diviue voice can give us out of the 
fulness of the life she lived with 
God, out of the deep communion that 
she had with God, out of the great 
power of the soul that she derived in 
tiie personal presence of God and all 
that site tliopght and all that she did, 
he lived for ub, and she lives today in 
us. 

I know that in all the future years, 
in our quieter hours, if we listen, we 
may hear that angel voice speaking 
to us, “Would you live the beautiful 
life, live the life of perfect service," 
aud this she learned of Him Who 
knoweth it came from God and went 
to God, Who taught to His disciples 
at His last lesson, that the greatest 
glory of life was the glory of service. 

Dear’children, from some schools 
you graduate, from some classes you 
are pruinoted ; some teachers you will 
leave, other teachers leave you, but 
there is one Teacher from whose 
school we are never promoted, at 
Whose feet we may always sit, Whom 
we may leave, but Who will never 
leave ns, and that is the Teacher who 
taught Miss Mason, the sweetest and 
the best and all that site knew, and 
we could, not give iier any higher 
honor or pay her any higher tribute, 
than to turn our thought in honor anil 
tribute*to Him who taught her what 
she has been able to teach us.

Quaere 1. I had my watch stolen 
and the police have located it in a 
pawnbroker's. I went there and the 
pawnbroker demanded from me the 
amount of money he had loaned on 
it. Must I pay it? 

2. I am inclined to think he stole 
it himself or found it. If either of 
these suspicions is true would it make 
any difference? What should a finder 
do in such a case? 

Anwser: 1. It is an elementary 
rule of law that a person who has not 
any title to an article cannot give one 
to it, the exceptions to this rule 
being money and negotiable instru- 
ments, such as promisory notes, bills 
of exchange and checks in certain 
cases. Hence the pawnbroker had no 
right to withhold the watch from you 
and you can either bring an action of 
replevin by which you can obtain pos- 
session of it at once or you can let the 
pawnbroker keep it and sue him for 
its value. If you do not wish to sue, 
custom in Boston requires you to pay 
the amount the pawnbroker has 
loaned on it. This custom has no 
foundation in law and seems to have 
arisen through an understanding be- 
tween the pawnbrokers and the police 

2. If the pawnbroker stole it he is 
criminally liable and you can get 
back your property. If he found it 
the case is different. One who finds 
lost property whose owner is unknown 
and which is worth less than ten dol- 
lars must post notices of the fact and 
notify the town or city clerk who has 
a book for this purpose. If it is 
worth more than teu dollars he must 
advertise as well as post notices and 
also have the property appraised. 
The owner has a year in which to 
come and claim the goods. Before he 
can get them however he must pay all 
reasonable charges for keeping, ap- 
praising and advertising and for 
necessary travel in connection there- 
with. So in your case you may find 
that if he actually found it you may 
have some small sum to pay.

Quaere: Several years ago I em- 
ployed an architect to draw plans for 
a house and he still has the original 
drawings in his possession. In the 
absence of any arrangements regard- 
ing the ownership of these drawings 
who is the legal owner of them? J. H. 

Answer: The question is in Massa- 
chusetts an open one upon which there 
is little authority anywhere but what 
authority exists favors the view that 
the owner pays the architect for hia 
plans and in the absence of agree- 
ment is entitled to keep them. A 
leading English Court has so decided 
in the face of a custom of architects 
to keep their plans, the Court speak- 
ing of the custom as suicidal and as 
contrary to reason, good sense and 
justice. In that case however the 
architect was discharged before the 
completion of the building and it 
might be argued that the court had in 
mind that state of facts alone and 
would not have so decided in case the 
building had been completed and the 
builders use for the plaus had ceased. 


Died at his Post. 

It is well not only that men should 
be brave, good and pure, but that 
their bravery and goodness shall be 
recognized by others.

He as fully realized 
the risk he was running as does a 
member of a "sure dea*h” party in 
the Japanese army. He braved that 
risk in the fulfillment of duty.

Twelve 
tired women enjoyed outings of a 
week or more, returning home with 
renewed vigor aud courage to their 
work ; seen families, mothers, with 
their little children, spent delightful 
days at seashore or park; days, to 
which they look backward with de- : 
light, and forward with anticipation. 
The guests at the Newton Home for 
Aged People depend on the annual 
gift fiom the fund to increase the ex- 
tremely moderate allowance granted 
by the Home for electric rides; many 
pleasant picnics have been enjoyed by 
shut-ins and shut-outs, and by the 
Pomroy Home children, who 
thoroughly appreciate the delights of 
an afternoon on the grounds of one of 
our generous citizens, and not less 
their conveyance to and fro, when 
they ride seven in a carriage.

Mr. Achorn said that the Herald 
recently credited him with being the

Dr. A. L. Stooksbury, president of 
the Lincoln Memorial University, 
described it as an institution founded 
for the mountain people of the central 
South. He spoke of the veneration in 
which Lincoln is held all over the 
world, and then told of the hardships 
which many a young man and young 
woman in the South has to suffer in 
order to obtain an education. At the 
Lincoln MemoriaL University, said 
lie, we have a farm school where we 
raise all we consume. We need your 
sympathy and aid and come to you j 
with outstretched hands and open 
hearts.telling you that the prejudice, 
the misrepresentation and the malice 
of the South has been swept to the 
charnel house, and that in place of it, 
truth, loyalty and good-fellowship are 
now extended to you. 

Gen. Howard was welcomed with 
tremendous cheering. He said he has 
been laboring for nine years at the 
Lincoln Memorial University, in 
order not to be chloroformed after his 
retirement. In doing so he began, 
as it were, a new life. 

Gen. Howard told about the country 
in which the university is located— of 
its log huts, its large families, and 
the number of Howards to be found 
among them not related to himself. 
Stories of the war followed, with an- 
ecdotes of McClellan, Sickles, John- 
son, Lee and Butler, the latter’s love 
of justice being emphasized. 

Many who attended the meeting at 
the Newton Club were present at 
Channing church Sunday mornipg 
when President Stooksbury and Maj. 
Gen. Howard were present. The 
front of the church was decorated for 
the occasion with American flags and 
the quartette rendered appropriate 
selections. President Stooksbury gave 
a history of the founding of the 
Lincoln Memorial University, spoke 
of its aims and of the work it was 
doing. Gen. Howard followed with a 
bright, breezy address descriptive of 
the region about Cumberland Gap 
and the condition of the white people 
among the Tennessee mountains . 
Rev. Mr. Hudson was in charge of 
the service and at its close many of 
those present shook hands with the 
two gentlemen. Gen Howard also 
spoke to the children of the Sunday 
school. 

The interest in the debate between 
the high school .boys and ttie students 
of the Lincoln Memorial University 
had become so wide spread that the 
result was a crowded hall at the New- 
ton High school, Newtonville, on 
Monday evening. Mayor Weed pre- 
I sided and introduced the speakers and 
I with him on the platform were Head- 
master K. C. Adams. Mr. S. Warren 
Davis, who acted as timekeeper, and 
Maj. Gen. O (). Howard. The excr- 
cites opened with singing under the 
direction ot Mr, H. M. Walton. The 
debate followed and while the New- 
ton boys made the most of their side 
it was evident that the three young 
southerners, having the strongest ar- 
gument, were meeting them at every 
point.

These schools, he said, 
strive to broaden the foundation of ed- 
ucation. The problem is not how to 
separate the classical from the scien- 
tific studies, but how to supplement 
general culture by such a training in 
the applied sciences as shall make the 
useful of more importance than the 
ornamental. 

R. F. Patterson asserted that our 
captains of industry are in many in- 
stances college-bred men, and that all 
our institutions owe their existence 
and perpetuity to classical learning. 
Ethical, moral, religious and political 
training, he said, as received in the 
classical schools is immeasurably 
superior in intrinsic value to the 
training given in the technical and 
industrial schools. The technical 
school exists to make application of 
the ideas learned in the classical 
school. It is a mistake to suppose 
that the latter teaches only Latin and 
Greek. The classical training is 
. necessary to that imaginative faculty 
on which all achievements in the 
technical field depend. 

Roy E. Boynton traced to technical 
and scientific training a civilization 
which, he said, lifts our own time im- 
measurably above all previous 
periods. It is this training which 
more than any other secures social 
equality and economic prosperity. 
There is a limit to the number of 
purely literary gentlemen a nation 
can support. Consider France and 
its classical training then look at 
Germany, whose success must be re- 
ferred to the industrial value of scien- 
tific research and the fostering care 
of technical education for the people. 

Donald Williams reminded his aud- 
ience that Greece had no technical 
schools and that Archimedes did not 
have any training in a scientific in- 
stitution. It is imagination, he 
said, which has revolutionized the 
course of the liberal arts, and imag- 
ination cannot be promoted in a 
school of technology. Neither the 
inau who drew lightning from the 
clouds nor the man who sent a mes- 
sage around the world in less than a 
minute was a professor of technology 
or agriculture. Who shook the throne 
of George III? Patrick Henry and 
Sam Adams, or the inventor of dyna- 
mite? Would you compare the work 
of Harvard University with that of all 
the technical schools of the world? 
What names can you place alongside 
of those of Oliver Wendell Holmes. 
Ralph Waldo Emerson and Phillips 
Brooks? What technical graduate 
; could take the place of Theodore 
| Roosevelt? 

Stuart Rand urged that while clas- 
sical training had and has its value, 
that value in relation to science 
trainiug has changed. He denied that 
technical training neglected ethical 
considerations, and said it was, on 
the contrary, the most potent factor 
for binding together the nations of 
the world. 

T. C. Bales finally urged the need 
of the people of Tennessee iu favor 
of the argument for classical training 
The materialistic forces, he said, 
must be controlled by spiritual agen- 
cies, or power will pass from us as a 
people. We need ideals and conse- 
crated sentiments more than we need 
dollars and cents. 

The judges were the Hon. Samuel 
L. Powers of Newton, Edward H. 
Clement and the the Rev. Keuen 
Thomas of Brookline. In awarding 
their decision to the speakers in the 
negative, they expressed the pleasure 
it had given them “to find that cul- 
ture is not confined to this locality. ’’ 
During the interval while the judges 
were in conference Gen, Howard 
gave interesting reminisences of 
Abraham Lincoln and of the Tennes- 
see people and their country.

The passing away of a man who 
has given a decade of a mature life 
to the zealous and able performance 
of duty as a city official, cannot fail 
to attract and hold the public atten- 
tion to an unusual degree. In t he 
<leath of Major Raulctt, the late city 
treasurer, the city loses a most valua- 
ble official : one whose conscientious 
devotion to what he considered his 
di ty was so keen as to often lead to 
the verge of popular disfavor, and 
yet held an uuswerving and untiring 
■course. A devotion to duty which 
held that the city’s interests were 
higher and more important than his 
own and his fidelity to his trust was 
never questioned. 

In early manhood, the call of duty- 
found him ready to offer his life for 
his country, and late in life, he was 
equally ready to sacrifice his own in- 
clinations for the public weal. 

He has made an enviable record 
in public office, characterized by faith- 
ful, honest and painstaking work. A 
record which will stand the test of 
thorough examination and reveal the 
Character of a true citizen and an 
ardent patriot. 

Rev. J. T. Stocking Called. 

At a meeting held at Central 
church, Newtonville, last Friday eve- 
ning it was voted unanimously to call 
to the vacant pastorate Rev. J. T. 
Stocking of Bellows' Falls, Vermont. 
It is understood that he will accept 
and will assume his duties in the 
autumn. Early last fall the sub cora- 
mitt ee on Pulpit Supply had their at- 
tention directed to the pastor of the 
Congregational church in Bellows 
Falls Vermont, and three members of 
the standing committee visited him. 
Although not hearing him preach a 
regular sermon they were so im- 
pressed with the power of the man 
that the committee approached him 
with reference to the possibiliy of his 
coming to Central church. At that 
time, with his work for the winter ar- 
ranged for, and certain local matters, 
he felt his duty to atteud to, Mr. 
Stocking declined to consider the mat- 
ter. In the spring wheu circumstances 
seemed more favorable negotiations 
were renewed, three other members 
of the Standing Committee went to 
Bellows' Falls and heard him preach 
and conduct his Bible class in the 
Sunday school. The same favorahle 
impression was received and arrange- 
ments were made so that the Stand- 
ing Committee, as a complete body-, 
in addition to some seventy members 
heard him preach at the Waltham 
Congregational church April 30th. 
This preliminary action le&ulled so 
favorably- that the supply- committee 
reported unanimously to the Standing 
Committee which also made a unani- 
mous recommendation to the church 
tnat the call b» extended to Mr. 
Stocking. Rev J. T. Stocking was 
born in New York state April 19th 
1870 and was graduated from Am- 
herst College in 1895. He was teach- 
er of EngFsh and elocution at the 
La wrenceville School, New Jersey, 
for three years and graduated from 
Yale Divinity school in 1901 at the 
head of nis class, receiving the 
Dwight scholarship. A year of grad- 
uate study at Yale followed and near- 
ly- another year was spent abroad in 
travel and study at the University of 
Berlin under the celebrated Dr. Mar- 
in ack and other men of equal note. 
H« was for nearly three years assist- 
ant pastor of the Church of the Re- 
deemer in New Haven, Conn, and 
while there was the lecturer on Mis- 
sions at the Yale Divinity School 
For the past two years he has been 
pastor of the Bellows’ Falla church. 
He is considered a broad minded man, 
a deep thinker, an eloquent preacher 
and a good organizer especially 
among the young people. He was 
married October 21st, 1903 to Miss 
Grace C. Porter, daughter of Mr. 
Joseph Porter, a prominent citizen 
of New Haven, and they have one 
daughter born last spring. Kev. Mr. 
Stockings becomes pastor at a salary 
of*?3,00U per year and an annual va- 
cation of six weeks.

Audiences aggregating over 1200 
persona enjoyed the Minstrel enter- 
tainment given on Thursday and Fri- 
day cveniugs of last week in Temple 
hall, by the Ladies Aid Society for 
the benefit of St. John’s Industrial 
School of Newton Highlands. The 
hall was packed to suffocation Friday 
evening especially when over "00 
were present and even standing room 
was at a premium. 

The chorus was particularly good 
and the music was moat effective un- 
der the direction of Mr. T. Clifton 
Nutting with Mr. M. J. Lally as ac- 
companist. The curtain rose on a 
plantation scene with Mr. Thos. J. 
Lyons as Overseer and with the 
chorus dressed in white costumes the 
men with red ucckties and the ladies 
with the most impossible combina- 
tions of colors in ribbons and sun- 
bonuets. Miss Elizabeth I. Hyde was 
the interluctor in the character of 
the plantation owner giving an enter- 
tainment and after the opening 
chorus which consisted of several 
good songs and a finely rendered 
“him” by a male quartet, introduced 
the end men, Messrs C. J. DeMarque, 
D. J. O’Connor, Fred Randall and G. 
P. Flood bones, and F. L. Cunning- 
ham, J. P. Ryan, A. H. Hyde and 
D. F. Riordon, tambos. These gentle- 
men were dressed alike in black and 
gilt costumes, two on each side in fe- 
male attire. The display of hosiery 
bv these bogus women was a bit of 
stage business which took the crowd. 

The first jokes came when the in- 
terluctor asked each of the end men 
how they were that morning, aud re- 
ceived such replies as these: “Like 
the front end of a stove— great’* : 
“like the $5 bill given Judge Ken- 
nedy yesterday morning— fine" : like 
a man in a deep well— out of sight.’’ 
Interpolated between the various 
songs on the program were many old 
and some new jokes some of which 
were very good. Mr. Lyons the un- 
dertaker was the butt of two fairly 
good ones, when it was intimated that 
he made a mighty good “end” man, 
and also when he was declared to be a 
good pugilist, willing to box anyone 
for S100- Another good undertaker joke 
was sprung when it was said 
that while discussing what comes 
after death, John Flood was seen 
coming down the aisle. The rarest 
thing in West Newton was said to be 
the hair on Jim Condrin's head.Ber- 
nie Burke and Bob Harri.ion were 
said to be a pair of pinchers. One 
of the younger men in the chorus was 
called a godfattier because he had 
stood up for a lady in a street car 
that day. Mr. Joe Murray was claimed 
to be more polite than another young 
man because while the latter had 
given up his seat in the street car to 
one lady, Joe had given up his seat 
to two ladies. 

But it was in the musical numbers 
that the entertainment rcallv brought 
forth enthusiasm, and the applai&e 
was certainly derserved. Every num- 
ber was excellent and while all did 
well, particular mention should be 
made of the ballad by Miss Adelaide 
K. Hyde, the song by Mr. O’Connor 
and that by Mr. DeMarque. The 
stage business in the end songs was 
noteworthy, a razor produced by Mr. 
Riordon during his song being used 
effectively, and the burlesque work oj 
Mr. DeMarque keeping the audience 
in a constant titter. Mr. James II. 
Rattigan gave a tenor solo which was 
received with an encore, and Mr. 
John J. Scheuren in a daisy song, 
with costume to match, also made a 
strong hit. Mr. Charles II. Sheridan 
as the orator of the day, covered 
himself all over with glory.

Quaere: A discussion arose in my 
store this evening as to whether a 
police officer could bring a man into 
court as a witness without written 
notice. In the case in question a 
police officer summoned a witness to 
appear in court the next morning in 
the name of the Commonwealth, in 
other words by a verbal summons 
without any written process whatever. 
Please let me know whether such a 
summons is all that is necessary.

Answer: Under the old common 
law in England witnesses as we know 
; them were unknown, the jury being 
chosen from among those who knew 
the parties and the facts in the case 
and they at first heard no evidence 
but decided the case on their own 
knowledge atone. Later witnesses 
were admitted to testify but special 
process for compelling them to testify 
was provided for only by statute, and 
it was not until the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth that a defendant in a criui- 
! itial case had any means of procuring 
I witnesses in his behalf. Consequently 
witnesses today can be summoned 
only in accordance with the express 
provisions of the statute and any at- 
tempt to summon them in atiy other 
way must be nugatory. 

Our statutes se» forth minutely the 
process of compelling the attendance 
of witnesses and the duties and rights 
of police officers and confer no author- 
| ity on the latter to make a verbal 
summons. The statutes provide foi 
the issuing of a summons in the or- 
dinary foriu“ and stipulate that it 
shall be served by exhibiting and 
reading it to the witness, by giving 
him a copy or by leaving a copy at 
his place of abode. The summons 
may be served by a police officer in a 
criminal case and only when sum- 
moned in accordance with the stat- 
utes can a court issue a warrant to 
bring a witness before it and fine 
I him for contempt. Therefore it 
would seem clear that a police officer 
■ has no authority to summon a witness 
verbally.

Major Seth A. Ranlett, for nine 
years the treasurer and collector of 
taxes of the city, died most unexpect- 
edly at his home on Putnam street, 
West Newton, at four o’clock last 
Sunday morning. Major Ranlett who 
was quite athletic in his recreations, 
had taken a long bicycle ride ou Sat- 
urday of the preceding week, and re - 1 
turned quite exhausted. While in 
this condition ite took a severe cold, 1 
which developed into pneumonia and 
death followed a brief illness of u 
week. 

Maj, Ranlett was born in Charles- 
town March 18, 1840, the third son of 
Capt, Charles A and Esther (Dodge) 
Ranlett, He graduated at the Charles- 
town high school aud at once entered 
business life. 

In 1861 he joined the 6th regiment, 
M. V. M., uf*er its return from Bull 
Run, in anticipation of its return to 
the front. As the command was not 
sent South he enlisted in the 36th 
Massachusetts volunteers, in July, 
1862, joining Company B of Charles- 
town, known us the Warren Phalanx. 
He served until mustered out because 
of physical disabilities In 1864, hav- 
ing been promoted to be adjutant of 
the regiment by special recommenda- 
tion of Gen. Burnside after the battle 
of Fredericksburg. He was in the 
armies of the Pototuac, of the Ohio 
and the Tennessee and participated 


in the campaigns of Antietam, Fred- 
ericksburg, Vicksburg JackBon and 
East Tennessee. 

In 1863, while on a short leave of 
absence from the front, Maj, Ranlett 
married Ellen B. Pierce of Charles- 
town, daughter of Foaterjand Cather- 
ine A. Beaman (Peirce) of that city. 

After the war for several years he 
was connected with the Neptune Fire 
and Marine Insurance Company and 
later was secretary of the Washington 
Fire and Marine Insurance Company. 
He was elected to his present position 
of city treasurer of Newton on 
March 23, 18%. 

He was a member of the Loyal 
Legion, Society of the Army of the 
Potomac, Charles Ward post 62, G. A. 

K. , the Masonic fatermty aud of the 
Middlesex Club. 

He leaves a widow and three chil- 
dren, Miss Katherine M. Ranlett, 
Foster P. Ranlett of Paterson, N. J 
and Charles A. Ranlett of Cambridge.; 
also a brother, Col Horace D. Ranlett 
of Hau Francisco. 

Funeral services were held Tuesday 
afternbon at 2 at his home ou Put- 
nam street, West Newton, and were 
attended by His Honor Mayor Weed, 
exMayora Wilson and Pickard, Alder- 
men Hunt and Ensign, many of the 
city otlicera aud friends. The Loyal 
Legion was represented by Col. W. 
1). Tripp, Maj. W, H. Hodgkins,
